Fresno, March 22.—[By the Aseoct- 
ated Press.] About 4 o’clock this 
morning the ringing of bells announced 
to the people that the flood had entered 
the city. The gap in the ditch back of 
Barton’s vineyard had been filled, but 
other breaks occurred, and though a 
large force of. men was employed to 
keep backthe water, it came too rap- 
idly, and their efforts were unavailing. 


| The water broke throvgh at the east end 
of Ventura street, rolled away the em- 


bankment which men had been all 
night in throwing up, and ran downto 
Inyo street, thence toJ street fora 
couple of blocks, and then flowing back 
to Inyo street, where it found an outlet 
east to H street. Embankments 
were thrown up on either side of Inyo 


‘| street to confine the water within those 


limits, which has been done so far. All 
water flowing down Inyo street meets 
the water from Mono street on H street 
at the foot of Kern, and the entire vol- 

ume flows over on the railroad reserva- 
tion, where an eighteen‘inch pipe car- 
ries the most of it under the track for 
probably three hundred feet. After 
flowing under thetrack it is kept on. 
the south side of/Kern street by em- 
bankments until it reaches high ground 
in the southwest partof Chinatown, 
where itturns north and will finally 
empty into a ditch which carries away 
sewerage from the city. 

Inyo street is only two blocks from 
the business center of Fresno, and it 
was feared it would spread thither. 
About 2 o’clock, however, the water 
began falling. The water on Inyo 
street and in the neighborhood is from 
sixtéen to twenty inches high. The ir- 
rigation canal system near Fresno is 
connected with a dry creek, Fancher 
Creek and Red Banks. During heavy 
rains the waters of these creeks flow 
into the main canal, which is unable to 
hold the large volume and breaks 
occur. 

The damage to property will not be 
very great, though it will be by no 
means unimportant. | 


FREE FROM WATER, | 


The Flood at Stockton Has Subsided and 
Danger Passed. 

Stockton, March 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The water which ran 
into the city has gone into the flooded 
lowlands and no further trouble is 
looked for here.

He Pronosinees she Published in the 
East to Be Absolutely False 
aud Without Foun- 
dation.

By Telegraph to The Times, 
New Yore, March 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Irving M. Scott, vice- 
president and general manager of the 
Union Iron Works of San Francisco, 
says the published attacks that have 
been made upon the company regarding 
the condition of the new coast-defense 
vessel Monterey are untrue. Scott 
makes a statement of which the 


following is part, over his own 
signature: ‘The story as_ pub- 
lished in the East is absolutely 
false. The Monterey had two trials, 


and the pitch of her screws altered and 
everything done which was required to 
make her a success, She exceeded her 
horse-power by four, hundred for two 
hours, ‘during: the» last two hours, 
owing tothe inability to keep the cir- 
cular grates of the _ coil boilers 
in as good condition as the Scotch 
boilers, the steam ressure fell 
off so she average less than 
‘required. The statements about all 
further trial trips being called off are 
absolutely false, and the Monterey lies 
at the navy-yard in perfect condition, 
ready to go to sea at any time so far as 
her machinery is concerned. In regard 
to the Navy Department providing the 
Monterey with tubular boilers, it is not 
true. Infact, the Monterey was de- 
signed to have two Scotch and four 
tubular boilers of a type: which proved 
tLe best upon anexperimental trial. It 
is asserted that eye-witnesses give as 
facts the published statements. 

‘‘This is another malicious lie. The 
official reports show the steam pressure 
and variations for every fifteen minutes 
during the entire trial. We challenge 
the romancer who makes these asser- 
tions to produce his eye-witnesses for 
any such authority. We promise him 
a handsome bonus, as I know we can 
| prove him to be a liar.”’

Paris, Match 22.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| Thousands of strang- 
ers came to the city today to attend the 
funeral of Jufes Ferry. An immense 
mortuary chapel was erected in the 
courtyard of the Luxembourg. The 
coffin, covered with a crimson and white 
pall, remained until 1 o’clock in the 
Salle des Gardes, where the body had 
lain in state and was then removed to 
the catafalque. At11 o’clock persons 
having invitations began to arrive. 
The mnnicipal authorities came in a 
body, followed by delegates from the 
scientific, military and literary associa- 
tions. Every department of the na- 
tional and municipal government was 
represented, as well as foreign nations. 

Senator Barboux, in an eloquent ora- 
tion, eulogized Ferry. M. Cassimir 
Perier, President of the Chamber of 
Deputies, spoke of Ferry’ s courage, pa- 
triotism and sterling integrity. 
Ribot spoke at the greatest length 
with evident emotion. 

The coffin was covered with the tri-. 
color and placed on a funeral car and 
escorted by infantry, cavalry and artil- 
lery from the ee It was al 
lowed by an almost endless procession 
the stredte-Aifed with an un- 
covered crowd. The balconies and 
windows from the Luxembourg to the 
station were thronged with silent men 
and women. 

At the station troops kept back the 
crowd and formed double lines, between 
which the coffin was carried to the 
train for St. Die. There was no dis- 
order during the services or on the way 
tothe railway station, although the

_AHLWARDT’S CHARGES. 
A Few Documents Produced and the Bal- 
ance Promised Later. 

Bern, March 22. — [By Cable and 
Associated Press.}| There -wasa large 
attendance present and much excite- 
ment atthe opening of the Reichstag 
in expectation that Rector Ahlwardt 
would produce the documents which he 
claimed ‘would show fraudulent. prac- 
tices by Bismarck with Hebrew’ finan- 
ciers, by which the government had 
been swindled out of enormous sums. 
Immediately after the opening of the 
body Ahlwardt arose and said he wished 
to lay a few papers on thetable. There 
were excited cries demanding that he 
furnish. the house with all the documents: 
which he was yesterday directed to fur- 
nish. He said that after Easter he 
would produce the remaining docu- 
ments, After some debate a committee 
was appointed to examine the papers 
already submitted, and the body took a 


and 


| recess for an hour. 


Upon the reassembling -of the House 
the chairman stated that the commit- 
tee had carefully examined the docu- 
ments submitted to them, but found 
nothing to prove the assertion of Ahl- 
wardt. 

Ahlwardt again arose and reiterated 
his promise to “produce after Easter 
other documents in his possession, 
among which, he said, was a letter 
from the President of the Senate toa 
foreign court expressing thanks for 
money sent to the German government. 

The President of the Reichstag for- 
bade Ahlwardt to refer to the docu- 
ments he had not produced for the 
iuspection of the House, 

Speeches were made by a number of 
members, all of whom, without regard 
to party, condemned Ahlwardt for, the 
charges he had made with no apparent 
proof to support his assertions. 

Ahlwardt protested that the docu- 
ments inspected by the commit- 
tee would be meaningless until 
the arrival of others from Leipsic. 
Throughout the whole scene the great- 
est excitement prevailed, and members 
showed by their every action after the 
report of the committee that they 


placed not the slightest confi- 
dence in the grave charges made 
by <Ahlwardt. There is intense 


interest among the people in the 
proceedings of the Reichstag. ‘Thov- 
sands gathered before the building 
and clamored for information as to the 
progress of the debate. Ahblwardt was 
received with such contempt as has not 
before been shown by one deputy 
toward another in parliamentary pre- 
cincts.

ENGLAND’S BOAT RACE. 


Oxford and Cambridge Row for the 
Fiftieth Time.. 


The Former Takes the Lead and Easily 
Keeps It to the End, Beatiug— 
All the Previous 
Records,

* Lonpox, March 22.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Today for the fif- 
tieth time the crews of Oxford and 
Cambridge sat in their shells on the 
Thames and rowed for dear life, and 
Oxford won her twenty-seventh victory. 
The course was the historic stretch be- 
tween Putney and Mortlake, four and 
one-quarter miles. Before the race be- 
gan rows of people lined the parapet of 
Putney bridge and on the wid¢ fore- 
shore in front of the rowing club houses 
agreat crowd gathered. Each side of 
the river was lined with tugs, barges, 
wherries and all manner of craft, ac- 
commodating the sightseers.. Ashore 
and afloat there was a gay show of 
bunting. 
were filled with gayly dressed ladies. 
The start’ took place from the stone 
road bridge at Putney. Cambridge won 
and chose the Surrey side. 
The tide was running strongly and a 
slight wind was blowing. 

All being in readiness, the official 
starter fired a pistol, and amid the 
shouts of the admirers and the hooting 
and screaming of steam whistles the 
shells containing the crews shot up 
stream. Yells ofexcitement and shouts 
of encouragement to both crews 
arose all along the course as the 
boats came in sight, ‘and as they 
passed craft of every kind to be seen on 
the Thames“closed in béhind and 
crowded after. At Clasper’s boathouse 
Cambridge was leading by three feet. 
In the last half of the race, Oxford 
forged ahead. At the three-quarters 
point Oxford was six feet in advance, 
and led by a yard at Chiswick, and at 
about two and one-half miles from the 
start had a lead of two-and-a-half 
lengths, and maintained it to the end. 
Time, 18:47, which is the best ever 
made over the course. The race was 
of added interest to Americans this 
year by reason of the prospective ap- 
pearance of these famous crews in 


America against Harvard or Yale, so 


the comparison of time made at home 
and abroad becomes a matter of import- 
ance. Ina four-mile race Harvard and 
Yale have never equaled the time made 
by Oxford. In 1888 the distance was 
covered in 20:10. 


LAKE ERIE 10 THE SEA. 


Proposed Ship Canal to Connect the 
Great Lakes and Atlantic. 

Ortawa (Ont.,) March 22.—|By the 
Associated Press.] There isa bill be- 
fore the Dominion Parliament to incor- 
porate the American Canal Company, 
backed by American and Canadian capi- 
talists, with a capital of $10,000,000. 
The object of the company is to build a 
wide, deep channel, with the least pos- 
sible locks, between Lake Erie and the 
seaboard. The canal to be so wide and 
deep that the largest steam vessels can 
steam through it at full speed. There 
will be but seven locks between Lake 
Erie and the terminal, and but four be- 
tween Montreal and New York, and the 
locks will move two vessels at the same 
time, one ascending and the other de- 
scending. Itis proposed to obtain a 
charter from the State of New York 
and make a canal from Lake Cham- 
plain to tide-water in the” Hudson 
River. No United States charter will 
be required, as the work will be en- 
tirely within the State of New York. A 
vessel leaving Lake Erie will descend 
the Niagara to Lake St. Francis, pass 
via Chateaugay and St. Louis sections 
and Lake St. Louis and the Lachine 
Canal to Montreal. Her time will be 
sixty-two hours. If destined for New 
York her total time will be sixty hours, 
and she will continue in a southerly 
course via the Chateaugay section, Lake 
Champlain and Hudson Canal and river.

The Solid Six and a Musical Dic- 
tator. 

Developments in the Board of Educa- 
tion since the new administration began 
make it manifest that the destinies of 
our public school system have fallen 
into the hands of a clique composed of 
four Democrats and two Republicans, 
who have formed an offensive and de- 
fensive alliance, and who may be 
counted on to hold together on every 
important proposition. This, to say the 
least, is an Thhealthy state of affairs, 
and does not argue well for the future 
usefulness of the board. While we can- 
not say as vet that the formation of this 
ring has led toany malfeasance of office 
or any great abuse of power, it has dem- 
onstrated a hankering for the crumbs of 
patronage, and has set certain measures 
on foot which may lead to very un- 
pleasant complications in the school de-_ 
partment. 

_Such.a cabal is alwavs dangeYous, be-_ 
cause it is always formed for an ulterior 
object. The legitimate transaction of 
the business coming before the body 
requires that every question shall be 
judged on its merits and that every 
member shall be free to exercise his 
best judgment and consider only the 
general good at all times. When cer- 
tain members are bound together to 
sustain each other through thick and 
thin the main proposition is apt to be- 


all kinds slip in and find recognition. 

If the present cabal—the ‘‘solid 
six’’—in the Board of Education hold 
together it is only a question of time 
when the interests of the public schools 
will be sacrificed. in some important 
particular, and the Senegambian in the 
woodpile will be dragged forth. 

When. Mrs. Hughes, who is not a 
member of the ‘solid six,’ uttered that 
celebrated remark to the effect that 
certain members were on the board for 
what they could make out of it, there 
is no doubt that she uttered, in part at 
least, a congealed truth. The cabal 
attempted to make the good lady swal- 
low her frozen truism in public session 
or obiige her to sustain it with plans, 
specifications and diagrams, but we are 
not sure that they succeeded in either 
course. Meanwhile the public has 
drawn its own conclusion from the acts 
of the members themselves, and it has 
‘decided that Mrs. Hughes was abso- 
lutely correct in part, and presumably 
correct as to the entire allegation. 
One certain member is on the Board of 
Education for what he can make out of 
it; that is perfectly palpable. This 
thrifty curer of bay. is a little man 
named Platt. He was elected —on 
the Republican ticket. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Platt left something 
of a public record behind him in Santa 
Barbara county, but it is not necessary 
to go into that at the present time. 
Mr. Platt is a double office-holder here, 
so he is likely to make a public record 
in this county also. He holds the posi- 
tion of a deputy in the County Clerk’s 
office, as well as being a member of the 
Board of Education. There are reputa- 
ble people in the city whosay that when 
Mr. Platt was engaged in allowing the 
office of member of the Board of Eduéa- 
tion to seek him he represented to his 
friends that he was a poor man and 
needed the position. How the office of 
a member of the Board of Education, 
with no salary attached thereto, could 
help-a man in a material sense was not 
manifest at the time, but has developed’ 
since. Platt had no sooner been elected 
than he began to scheme (for 
personal advantage, offering to trade 
his vote on organization, where it would 
do him the most good. Although he 
had been elected on the Republican 
ticket, and, although he enjoyed Repub- 
lican patronage in ‘a cuunty office, he 
formed a coalition with the Democratic 
minority of the board and helped elect 
a Democratic chairman, That he 
should take such an extraordinary 
course without being assured some re- 
turn therefore is hardly to be expected, 
and the little joker popped up when 
Mr. Platt secured the displacement of 
the clerk in the office of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, and had his son 
elected to that, position, with other 
duties added and a considerable ad- 
vance in salary. Another little joker 
became visible when Mr. Platt per-. 


sonally discharged a janitress and in- | 


stalled his sister-in-law in the place. 
By these strokes of finesse Mr. Plat is 
showing how an office with no salary at- 
tached can help a poor man and his 
relatives. | 

Probably the most mischievieus step 
which the ‘solid six’? have taken is 
their recent action looking -to the trans- 
formation of music in the public schools | 
from anextra tothe principal study, 
and relegating the other studies to the 
places of extras. This they did on the 
pretext of carrying out the State laws. 
According to this dictum every member 
of the department must perfect herself 
asa music teacher, whether endowed 
by nature with musical faculties or hot, 
and must pass a satisfactory examina- 
tion before the special teacher of mu- 
sic. This sets up the teacher of music, 
Mrs. Rice, as a sort of musical dictator, 
andevery member of the force must 
come to her terms or quit. This plan 
may be in accordance with Mrs. Rice's 
vaulting. ambition'to rule the deépart- 
ment with her little baton, or it may 
only be a clever scheme on the part of 
the ‘‘solid six’’ to furnish a pretext. for 
declaring a lot of vacancies in the depart- 
ment. It may be a little of both.. Cer-- 
tain it is that the execution of the 
project would nake many vacant paces ;* 
that Mrs. Rice would determine which 


six’’ would say who might fill them sub- 
sequently, subject to the approving 
wave of the aforesaid baton. 

In the carrying out this pro- 
gramme we can see a most odious ring 
established in dictation of the employ- 
ment of teachers, and all the evils 
which naturally follow such a combina- 
tion. Itis certain, for one thing, to 
bring demoralization to the schools. 
There is no justification for making one 
teacher in the department examiner- 
in-chief. over all the other teachers. 

There is no fairness in requiring from 
every teacher vocal accomplishments 
which nature makes possible for only a 
part ofthem. And, finally, there is no. 
advantage to our public schocls in pre- 
_cipitating a wholesale system of 
changes, even if those who survive the 
ordeal and those who come in to fill 
the vacancies are able to sing like 
nightingales. 


WHEN we had that Chilean affair on 
hand the English newspapers were fond 
of talking about the United States 
in the attitude of bullying a weaker 
nation. If there is any greater bully 
than John Bull himself the roster of 
civilized governments does not disclose 
it. This has been aptly illustrated by 
the recent campaign in India. There 
was a weak point in the vicinity of 
Hindoo Kush, and the British were 
afraid that Russia might some day 
make an advance there. Accordingly 
British troops were, pushed beyond 
their own borders into the country of 
the native tribes, where they erected a 
fort. The natives resented this inva- 


-sion-and attacked the fort. They were 


their-obstinacy in not giving up their 
country, an expedition was sent against 
their fortified towns. } 
diers subdued these places, one after 
another, with great slaughter of the 
natives and considerable loss to them- 
selves, the English commander being 
himself killed. But the tribesmen have 
at last given up the unequal contest, 
and the British have strengthened their 
lines and appropriated new territory to 
their own satisfaction. There was no 


| show of justification for this invasion, 


but a little freebooting of that sort and 
the slaughter of a few thousand 
heathen never troubles the British 
conscience much. 


A vapy of the name of Bailou, who iS 
visiting in the city, has undertaken to 
vindicate Mrs. Wait, of California Venus 
fame, and declares that the newspaper 
‘attacks’’on the project grossly misrep- 
resented Mrs, Wait’s ideas and that 
said attacks were cowardly. Mrs. Wait 
was not misrepresented if she was 
correctly quoted in the San Francisco 
Examiner of February 22, wherein the 
project was first announced. The Ex- 
aminer put it this/way:

If Mrs. Wait is respon- 
isible for that interview she has not 
been misrepresented. The fact is that 
her indecent proposition, as originally 
made, excited such hostility that she 
hastened to modify her specifications;

REPRESENTATIVE CONN of Indiana was 
given what may be considered an offi- 
cial interpretation of the policy of the 
Cleveland administration in regard to 
postmasters. He has issued a circular 
to his constituents, in which he tells 
them that he will order a primary elec- 
tion in every postoffice delivery from 
which he receives a petition for such 
election on or before April 15 next, and 
states the qualifications of candidates 
as follows: First—-They must not have 
been office-holders under Cleveland’s 
former administration, Second — 
Where the salary of the postoffice is 
$800 or over the candidate must not be 
connected with any other business 
whatever. Third—Candidates must be 
Democrats, good, sober, reputable men, 
and good party workers..

The procession 
moved north up Main street to the 
Baker Block, countermarching at Ar- 
cadia street, thence up Spring street to 
the intersection of Second street, where 
the column was reviewed, and continued 
to Fourth street, where it disbanded.

REFORM MEASURES. 


New York’s Club Anxious to 
Tinker the Tariff. 


A Committee Prepares the Draft for 


a Prcposed Bill, 


And Will Urge Upon Congress That 
It is the Proper Thing. 


A Partial List of the Changes That are 
Needed to Make the Revenue 
Laws More of a 
Success, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 


New York, March 22.—[By the Asso- : 


ciated Press.| A special committee of 
the Reform Club of this city completed 
the draft of a bill, which, when per- 
fected, will be urged upon Congress 
asasubstitute for the present tariff 
laws, and a fulfillment of the pledges 
under which the Democracy obtained 
control of the National Government. 
The general principles upon which the 


proposed tariff isformed in the main 
oi as follows: 


_ “Crude material in general is made 
eau of duty. Jn other articles the 
general object has been to fit such 
rates as would produce the largest 
amount of revenue, in a series of years, 
consistent with large importations. 
The purpose of obtaining the largest 
revenue, however, is limited by a con- 


sideration of the welfare and the neces- 
pity of 


the people at large, and 
especially the poorer classes. All 
duties are made strictly ad _ va- 
lorem, except some of those lev- 
jed as compensatory for internal 
revenue taxes upon similar articles pro- 
In order to insure to 
the present administration an ad valo- 
rem tariff, itis essential the rates of 
duty upon the great mass of articles 
should be kept at very moderate fig- 
ures. QOn-other articles experience has 
shown the duties cannot be raised 
above 25 per cent. without offering 
dangerous incentives to fraud. A few 
articles of luxury may be excepted from 
the operations of these general rules. 
All foreign articles, which, if made 
here, would be subject to internal rey- 

enue taxes, must of course be subject 
to at least an equal tax. 

“Asto liquors and tobacco, duties 
upon them should be made with the 
view of obtaining the greatest possible 
amount of revenue without any concern 
as to whether we give or hold protec- 
tion to domestic producers.

LAWS FOR JOHN. 


The Treasury Department Will En- 
the Exclusion Act. 


Secretary Carlisle Answers Certain Inqul- 
ries—Officers Preparing to Pat 
the Geary Law into 
Action, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WasHineton, March 22.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| Secretary Carlisle has 
replied to certain inquiries as to whether 
he will enforce the provisions of the 
Chinese Enclusion Act as follows: 

First—As to the act of May 5, 1892, en- 
titled ‘“‘An act to prohibit the coming of 
Chinese into the United States,’’ has not 
been repealed, it will be enforced so far as 
lies within the power of this department. 

Second—Section 14 of the act approved 
May 6, 1892, entitled ‘‘An act to execute 
certain treaty stipulations relating to the 
Chinese,” provides that hereafter no State 
court or ‘court of the United States shallad- 
mit Chinese to citizenship. and all lawsin 
conflict with this act are hereby repealed. 
This provision of lawis in force, and the 
tnaturalization of Chinese, is, therefore, 

llegal. 

Third—Chinese: merchants established in 
business in the United States, who may de- 
part therefrom with the intention of re- 
turning thereto, will be permitted, and, 
upon submission to the collector of customs 
at the pert of first arrival of evidence suffi- 
cient to satisfy him of their identity as 
such returning merchants. Chinese persons 
not of the exempt class, as, for instance, 
laundrymen residing in the United States, 
and who may depart therefrom, will not be 
permitted to return. 


New York, March 22.—Although the 
time for registering will expire in a 
little more than a month, Internal Rev- 
enue Collector Kerwin said tonight that 
only four Chinese had complied with 
the law so far. In Chinatown the feel- 
ing is strong against the antorosment 
of the law. 

THE GEARY ACT. 

Sawn Franoisco, March 22.-——Collector 
Quinn says the Geary Chinese Registra- 
tion Act makes it his duty to arrest after 
May 5 every Chinese laborer who has 
not registered, and unless he_ re- 
ceives other instructions from Wash- 
ington he will follow out the law 
to the-letter.

Futile Attempt to Stir Up Strife on 
the Paving Proposition. 


The Boys in Blue Will Be Here Tomor- 
. row—Local Items of Interest— 
People Coming and Go- 
ing—Brevities. 


’ A vain attempt is being made by a few 
soreheads, through the columns of their 
chosen organ, to stir up a discussion on the 
matter of material for street-paving pur- 
poses. It is stated that the action of the 
City Council in instructing the Engineer to 
draw up specifications for paving with as- 
phaltum “has occasioned considerable un- 
favorable comment among our business 
men,’ and elsewhere in the same article 
appears a-covert threat, prophecy, or what- 
ever else it is intended to be, to the effect 
that, ‘‘however, the end is not yet, and we 
shall see what we do see.’’ 

It would be more becoming on the part of 
the bituminous. rock people to gracefully 
yield to the result rather than to continue 
to pursue their present tactics. Action on 
the matter was postponed a week by the 

‘City Council, during which time they had 
éverything theirown way. Wherever the 
committee went they were either met or 
accompanied by bituminous rock men, 
while the advocates of asphaltum were 
wise enough to keep in the background and 
let the material speak for itself. Cer- 
tainly it would be impossible to find 
three more unprejudiced men, or men 
in whom the public repose more 
confidence and esteem than Trustees Clarke, 
McQuilling and Cox, the members of the 
Committee on Streets and: Alleys, who were 
appointed to investigate into the relative 
merits of asphaltum and bituminous rock. 
The committee did its work thoroughly, 
Fresno, San Bernardino and Los Angeles 
being visited, after which a report was sub- 
mitted to the Council favoring aspbaltum, 
and signed by all three members of the 
committee.. The Council approved the re- 
port by a unanimous vote and subsequently 
passed a resolution instructing the City 
Engineer to draw up plans and specifica- 
tions for paving with asphaltum, and this 
in the face of a big bluff to the effect that 
if three days’ time were granted a petition 
would be presented signed by three-fourths 
of the property-owners on the thorough- 
fares in question favoring bituminous rock. 

The fact of the matter is that a great ma- 
jority of the interested parties favor as- 
phaltum and do not hesitate to so express 
themselves, and everybody, except the few 
soreheads above referred to,is thoroughly 
satisfied with the outcome. The fact that 
the bitumious rock company is a home con- 
cern really cuts no figure in the matter. If 
it did, the mind of the average citizen 
might revert to past operations of a public 
nature that wefe very unsatisfactorily ex- 
ecuted by home concerns, as, for instance, 

the laying of the sewer system. . "¢

HAS SOME ONE BLUNDERED? 

The municipal campaign is waxing 
warmer as it progresses. The qualifica- 
tions of the candidates are. being discussed 
with a freedom that betokens good to the 
city, and the policies of the several con- 
tending factions are still more openly aired. 
Though there are four tickets in the field, 
the questions involved are rather of faction 
and policy than of party, and the fights are 
chietiy being made for the members of the 
Board of Education and City Trustees, In 
the matter of the public schools an earnest 
and sincere effort is being made, with good 
cause and excellent prospects for success, 
at maintaining the present policy of pro- 
gression. But, in the matter of the city 
government a change is sought by most of 
the progressive citizens, and a board of 
trustees is wanted which will guard the in- 
terests of the city more closely, and, at the 
same time,advance those interests by a busi- 
ness-like policy. A case in point has just 
come to light. 

The laws of the State provide for the an- 

exation to a city of adjacent territory for 
educational purposes, the electors in the 
annexed pore y having a voice in the se- 
lection of the members of the school board, 
and the schools of the school districts thus 
in being under the authority of the 
City Board of Education. There are three 
school districts lying wholly or in part out- 
side the corporate limits of the city of San 
Bernardino, but which have been annexed to 
the city for school purposes. These are Ur- 
bita, Mt. Vernon and Central school dis- 
tricts. But, in the call for the city elec: 
tion, as promulgated by the city fathers, 
the voters in these districts lying outside 
the city limits have been completely ig- 
nored, and will thus be disfranchised, un- 
less some way shall be found. by which the 
election proclamation may be amended. 
For, in describing the voting precincts and 
naming the voting booths, no mention is 
made of these annexed precincts, as to their 
location and place to vote. This state of 
affairs may be due to an intentional omis- 
sion on the part of the City Trustees, but is’ 
probably not. It is more likely due to sim- 
ple ignorance of the law on the part of the 
board. 

THE SCHOOL METHODS INVESTIGATED. 

The City Board of Education intend get- 
ting at the policy of the present City School 
Superintendent and the methods resulting 
therefrom in a very practical way. A 
meeting of the city school teachers was 
called Tuesday afternoon by the board, and 
to each was submitted a series of questions 
bearing upon the situation, and secured 
answers to them in writing. The replies 
are to form ‘the basis of a circular to be 
issued by the school board for use in_ this 
campaign, the board having decided to take 
an active part in the campaign, as it is 
thoroughly convinced tiiat the policy it has 
inaugurated is the one best calculated to 
forward the interests of the public schools 
of the city.

Tuesday morning a large stream of water 
was flowing down the sand wash north of 
this city, and parties who crossed it at the 
time to come in said it was dangerous, and 
they would go back by way of the Iuller- 
ton bridge. 

A citizen of Fullerton, who was here 
Tuesday, reported that a stream of at least 
600 inches was running across Spadra av- 
enue south of the Santa Fé track, and was 
passing through the landsof Messrs. Stone, 
Gardiner, Strodthoff and others.

The dispatch from Sedalia, Mo., 
printed in Tax Times yesterday morn- 
ing saying that J. J. Frey has been ap- 
pointed general manager of the Santa. 
Fé system in California and the West, 
cannot yet be authoritatively con- 
firmed or denied in this city, the head- 
guarters of one of the roads concerned. 
K. H. Wade, who, as general manager 
of the Southern California lines, would 
be superseded if the Sedalia dispatch, 
were to prove true, does not believe 
the rumor, and evidently does not feel 
deeply concerned. Still he cannot pos- 
itively deny the report, because such a 
thing could be possible without his 
knowledge. Its improbability, how- 
ever, is made manifest by the 
fact. that the J. J. Frey,  for- 
merly of the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas Road, was on the 1th of this 
month ,appointed vice-president and 
general manager of the Sherman, 
Shreveport and Southern road, down 
in Texas and Louisiana. A circular 
signed by Mr. Frey as general manager 
of the above-named road, dated March | 
15, requesting a pass for himself, was 
recently received by General Manager 
Wade. As the substantiation of the Se- 
dalia rumor is of such vital interest to 
Southern California all facts knowa 
about it are here given.

The trial of the case against R. Frank 


obstruction on the track of the Southern 
California Railroad Company near 
Duarte, thereby derailing a passenger 
train, on the evening of November 28 
last, was resumed before Judge Smith 
and a jury in Department One yester- 
day, the whole day being consumed in 
the introduction of the evidence for the 
prosecution, the following witnesses 
being examined: Silas T. Phillips, S. C. 
Dennis, Dan Tierney, Theodore Lopez, 
W. H. Braughn, Maggie Braughn, F. S. 
Palatki, Sylvester Higuera, W. H. Rus- 
sell, Juan Lesmas, and Huston Cline. | 

Most of these witnesses were resi- 
dents of Duarte, who testified as to 
Warner's actions at that place after he 
had been put off the noon train, the 
only new facts developed being sworn 
to by W. H. Russell, who was jailer of 
the County Jail when Warner was ar- 
rested.

The Board of Supervisors met vester- 
day morning at 10:30 o’clock for the 
transaction of regular business. 

In the matter of the application of 
Andrew A. Badillo of Duarte, for a 
saloon license, on motion of Supervisor 
Forrester it was ordered that the same 
be denied, owing to the objections 
raised by Duarte residents. 

The protest against the granting ofa 
similar license to Mark Phelps of Rivera 
was read, and it was moved that 
Phelps’ petition bealso denied. Super- 
visors Cook, Forrester and Francisco 
voted aye and Hanly no. 

Hearing an the applications of Berna- 
dine Elizalde and J. H. Burri, for 
license, were set for April 5. 

A proposition to build and repair the 
bridge across the San Gabriel river on 
the Artesia road, the new material to- 
cost about $80, was accepted. 

Joseph Scholz of the Soldiers’ Home

not allowed. 

Ex-Councilman McGarry appeared in 
behalf of the petition, stating that he 
believed that action had been taken 
rather hastily and unjustly, and asked 
the board to reconsider the action 
taken.

He went of his own volition to see that 
gentleman, as he was a friend of his.

Afternoon Session, 

The Council was again called to order 

at 1:15,0’clock, when Mr. Murphey said 

that Mr. Stine was present, and that, 
some refiections having been made upon 
him, that gentleman would like to make 
a statement before the Council. . 

It was moved that Mr. Stine should 
be heard, and he then stated that he 
came to this city several years ago. 
He talked with Mr. Mulrain, and asked 
him how it was that they could do such 
cheap cement work in Los Angeles. He 
was told that the work put down was 
done according to the price paid.

years. He did not wish to be under- 
stood as having gone:to Mr. Mulrain to 
learn the business.

The property-owners’ attorney, Mr. 
Murphey, said in beginning that he had 
no personal animosity against Mr. Polk. 
When an officer of the Government he 
discharged his duties faithfully. But 
that was not the question atissue. Al- 
though it was notto be expected that 
the contractor would live up to the con- 
tract in every minute particular, yet he 
should be made to comply substantially 
with its provisions. He then read some 
of the testimony given by Street Super- 
intendent Watson and commented on it.

He argued that 
the contractors had not proved that the 
requirements had been complied with. ' 
He thought they should have brought 
before the C@pncil the men who did the 
work.

this work, then other contractors would 
be likely to put in poor jobs. In closing, 
he thanked the~Council for the courte- 
ous treatment awarded his side of the 
case. . 

Mr. Lamme then presented the con- 
tractors’ side of the case. He insisted 
that a good piece of work had been 
done, and that his clients were entitled 
to their pay for the same. He ridi- 
euled the expert testimony which had 
beeh presented, itisisting that the 
chemists’ reports were contradictory 
and absolutely valueless, so far as be- 
imga fair test of the quality of the 
pavement.

Councilman Munson called for the 
question, and Councilman Strohm’s mo- 
tion prevailed by a unanimous vote, 
which action left the motion inthe 
same condition that it was before the 
repairs were made. In other words, 
the Council declined to indorse the re- 
port of the committee, and leaves the 
street on the hands of the contractors,,. 
practically sustaining the position of 
the protestants.

On motion of Councilman Strohm, the 
Engineer was instructed to present or- 
dinances establishing the grade _ of 
Vine street, from First to Second, and 
Wolfskill avenue, from Second to Third 
streets. 

On motion of Councilman Munson, the 
Street Superintendent was instructed 
to make a filion Bonnie Brae street, 
near Seventh, to make the street pass- 
able forteams. 

On motion of: President Teed the 
‘Chief of Police was instructed to arrest 
the owner of a gravel pit on Figueroa 
street for allowing the same to remain 


unfenced. 


Certain lands were ordered deeded 
back to D. Freeman, the same having 
been abandoned by reason of the change 
of route for the outfall sewer. 

The demand of C. D. Tidball for $25 


for decorating the public buildings was 


allowed. 

Councilman ‘Nickell moved that the 
City Attorney present an ordinance av- 
thorizing the Street Superintendent to 
emplov ten men and four teams addi- 
tional from the first of April for the 
purpose of cleaning up the streets. 

The motion caused quite a debate, 
President Teed opposing the motion on 
the ground that the finances of the city 
did not warrant an increase of the pub- 
lic expenditures at this time, and Coun- 
cilman Innes opposing it.on the ground 
that it was too early’to start in to clean 
up the streets, which should be post- 
poned until after the rainy season. 

The debate continued at length, when 
Councilman Rhodes moved to amend by 
allowing two teams for the chain gang, 
but no more men, which was promptly 
jumped upon by Councilman Nickell, 
who insisted that every day the chain 
gang worked it was at a loss to the city. 

There was another protracted debate, 
when a vote was taken on the amend- 
ment and it was defeated. © | 

A vote was then taken on the orig- 
inal motion of Councilman 
which had been amended so as to put 
the increased force at work on the 15th 
of April, which motion prevailed by a 
vote of 5 to 3. 

The City Attorney reported that the 
bill providing for the funding of the 
city debt had become a law, and. sug-. 
gesting that immediate steps be taken 
for calling an election for the issuance 
of bonds, as $600 to $700 per month 
could be saved ininterest. _ 

After debate, the matter was re- 

ferred to the Finance Committee iu 
connection with the City Attorney. 
_ The usual petitions and communica- 
tions were read and referred to the 
proper committee, after which the 
Council adjourned.

San Jose Did Herself Proud in Entertain- 
ing the Legislators—Smooth Blakely 
of Tulare—Sacramento’s Alarm 
Over Her Peril,

San Francisco, March 20,—It is only 
a step from Sacramento to San José, 
and a shorter one from the latter place 
to San Francisco. The members of the 
Legislature, thirtieth session, left the 
late capital city en masse last Wednes- 
day afternoon, and the same night their 
arrival at the prospective seat of gov- 
ernment was heralded by the booming 
of cannon, tooting of horns, illumina- 
tion of principal streets and other out- 


ward demonstrations of intense satis- 


faction. The Senator, Representative, 

newspaper correspondent and even the 
member of the third house, were, 

within a few short hours, lifted from 

the slough of despond and dropped into 
ascene of gayety andsplendor. The 

treatment accorded their guests by the 

citizens of San José is now only a 

memory, but itis one that will endure 

until the last dying gasp of the young- 

est participant. The freedom of the 

city Was, in this case, no empty phrase. 

Everything was withauat price, even the 

hackmen placing their vehicles at the 

free disposai of the city’s manv guests. 

else was unpurchasable, 

and everybody happy. Not an _ inci- 

dent occurred to mar the pleasure of 

the more than welcome guests, who} 
were dined, wined and honored to the 

utmost. 

From San José to San Francisco was 
the next move on the legislative pro- 
gramme. For this there were many 
and divers reasons., By far the bulk of 
the crowd visited the metropolis to fix 
up their political fences. Max Popper 
andthe Democratic State Committee 
havetheir headquarters at the Grind 
Hotel, and the elevator and stairs lead- 
ing to the rooms of these suppose dis- 
pensers of Feveral patronaye have en- 
dured a heavy strain since the triumph- 
ant return from Sau Jjos*. Others, agiin. 
following the tiime-honore: custoia, 
found: themselves, probaviy uncon- 
sciously, drifting toward the ‘captain's 
office,’ on- the corner of Feurth and 
Townsend. They were few and far ve- 
tween, however. 

Things have changed considerably in 
the last few years in this respect. ior- 
merly the very fact ot one’s being in 
anv way connected withthe Leyisiature 
Was suflicient to secure anytiing that 
the railroad can give. Now it is differ- 
ent. Only the most abject find favor. 
The Australian ballot system is the 
main cause of this. The Souticrn Pa- 
cific certainly missed atrick when it al- 
lowed the twenty-ninth session of the 


California. Legislature to pass any re- 


form. ballot laws. ? 

While on the subject of Fourth and 
Townsend, I want to mention the Kinzs 
county division scheme. This was one 
of the four proposed divisions of the old 
county of Tulare.. The Kings County 
Bill was introduced in. the Senate eariy 
in the session, and, after an unfavor- 
able report from the committee, the en- 
acting clause was stricken out. ‘The 
threatened Tulare lobbyists after this 
left for their. homes, feeling perfectly 
secure. A. few weeks afterward the 
same bill was introduced in the House 
by Assemblyman Blakely of Hanford, 
the aspiring town slated as the county 
seat of the proposed Kingsccuntyv. Mr. 
Blakely is one of these quiet fellows, 
with an appearance so honest that to. 
look at hii you’d think butter wouldn’t 
melt in his mouth. But he belied his 
looks—butter and even the toughest 
oleomargarine, wien once enclosed in 
his jaws, melted so fast that a con- 
tinual stream would ooze out into the- 
hands of those willing to catch it. In 
other words, Mr. Blakely wasa schemer 
from wayback. He obiained the use of 


one of the committee-rooms on the 


third floor of the Capitol and hung his 
maps of the proposed new county on 
the walls. Daily members’ were 
taken upstairs to consult these maps, 
and perhaps the jugs of mineral 
water, forming, as it were, pedestals 
for the aforesaid maps. Whether other 
things were consulted in that room is a 
mystery, as the door was always locked, 
whether the’ room was in fse or not, 
and Blakely had the key. It is pre- 
sumed, however, from the history of 


| the Kings County Bill, that other bills 


were considered in that room. Trades 
certainly were consummated there, but 
whether merely legislative or purely 
mercenary tradesis still a matter of 
serious conjecture. At any rate, 
Brother Blakely blossomed from a de- 
mure and modest statesman into a lav- 
ish and princely entertainer. [very- 
body said he was a fine fellow, so when 
the Kings County Bill came up for pas 
sage there was really some surprise at 
its defeat by three votes. Notice of 
reconsideration was given, and the 
next day it was tried again, but without 
the coveted succéss. Another notice of 
reconsideration, and again a vote was 
taken and this time it was carried. The 
bill was immediately transmitted to the 
Senate, and that body, in direct stulti- 
fication of its former action, passed it 
by a large majority. The cause for this 
change of. base was at the time attrib-. 
uted tot Southern Pacific, but the 
frequent visits of that princely enter- 
tainer, Assemblyman Blakely of Han- 
ford, to the corner of Fourth and 
Townsend since the adjournment have 
confirmed the theory that the Southern 
Pacific wanted this division. Oh, ves; 
the railroad is out of politics! 
The experience of the  ticket- 
scalpers proves + that. cor- 
poration “wanted their conductors 
protected, so they’insistec on the scalp- 
ers being thrown out of business. 
Thanks to the efforts of such men as 
Bulla, Simpson and others, .and a little 
‘‘double-cross’’ work on the part of the 
scalpers themselves, the railroad was 
routed. Right hére let me relate an in- 
cident showing how much protection 
some conductors want. I was in the 
office of one of the ticset-scalpers here 
yesterday, when a gentleman entered 
and sold the broker some sort of a long 
railroad ticket for $25. A few hours 
afterward the same gentleman entered 
the Grand Hotel and registered. I 
asked the clerk who the party was, and 
he answered: ‘‘He’s aSouthern Pacific 
conductor. He stops here when he 
comes in from his run.” Oh, yes, the

Failure 


in Congress. 


Fallure of the Canal Bill, Though . 
Somewhat Disappointed 
in Consequence. 


an advocate of the construction of the 
Nicaragua Canal, wrote a letter to the 
San Francisco Bulletin of the 18th, 


has received in Congress. Hesays: 


The failure of Congress to act upon tite 
Canal Bill dufing the last session, may be 
a disappointment to thé Pacific Coast 
friends of the enterprise, but decided pro- 
gress has been made and the future is en- 
couraging. The influence which delayed 
action in the Fifty-second Congress is well 
understood, and it had an opportunity it 
will not find again, owing to a short ses- 
sion, the Hawatian question and the ap- 
proaching change in administration. The 
enterprise is making friends rapidly. Its 
importance and advantage to the country 
is conceded by all disinterested Americans. 
Here and there a few men are influenced 
by selfish considerations to oppose it, but 
their animus is well understood. Our 
friends in the East are encouraged to keep 
going, and are convinced of success in the 
near future. 

_ Meanwhile events demonstrate that if 
our Government does not act promptly we 
shall have acanal under foreign control. 
While not authorized to state any policy, I 
may candidly express the opinion that 
moncy can be obtained abroad for construc- 
tion. True, under such conditions the 
canal will cost much more, but this is to .be 
expected and isunavoidable. The splendid 
financial results to be anticipated are well 
understood by experts in Europe, but finan- 
ciers there demand large discounts on se- 
curities as »the price of financial aid, 
Whether the canal company will accept the 
conditions of foreign aid and possibly for- 
eign control I know not, but Iam convinced 


this policy is adopted, and thus. it may oc- 
cur.that the Government of the United 
States will not have such another oppor. 
tunity as that offered in the Morgan biil. 

The work of construction is proceeding 
steadily ona limited scale, but with ma- 
chinery which produces good results at a 
moderate cost. The security of investors 
is steadily increasing. The Panama Canal 
andads* Ship Raiiway are no longer con-

It consitts of 
marble from Slover Mountain, an iso- 
lated butte, about a mile from town, 
composed chiefly of limestone and mar- 
ble. The display includes a tine assort- 
ment of marble, in gray, green, brown, 
and other shades, manufactured into 
slabs, monuments, paper weights, etc. 
Near the quarry, which is close to the 


__ Southern Pacific Railroad, are works 


for the manufacture of Portland ce- 
ment. Slover Mountzin is one of the in- 
stitutions of which Colton boasts. It is 
named after a pioneer who had one of 
his arms eaten off by a grizzly bear on 
the mountain. 

There is another fine display of verde 
antique marble froma point near Victor, 
on the Santa Fé. This is not the same 
as the deposit which was worked by the 
Victor Marble Company some years ago. 
This marble is remarkably tough and 
not brittle. Itcan be cut thin enough 
to be perfectly transparent, in which 
form it can be used in place of stained 
glass. The color runs through more 
than cone hundred and fifty shades of 
green and yellow, an exceptional vari- 
ety of colors.

ELECTRICITY AND TRANSIT. 


Two Miles a Minute Between St, Louis and 
Chicago Before Long. 
{[Donahoe's Magazine. ] 

The wanuts’of civilized man have in- 
creased faster than his ability to sup- 
ply them, and every increase in speed 
has increased business in a greater 
ratio. Fifty or sixty miles an hour has 
been considered rapid—and the average 
rate on railroads is only about half 
that, but we are now on the eve of a 
great change. Strength of mechanism 
to endure the strain, cost and safety 
are the conditioning factors. It has 
been shown that with properly con- 
structed roads one may be safer at sixty 
miles an hour than on a poorly con- 
‘structed road at twenty miles, 

The actual increase in cost at the 
higher rate is-but a small figure, and 
with an electric motor in place of the 
steam locomotive there is a great ad- 
vantage for speed in many ways. A 
500 horse-power motor can now be 
made as readily as a 500 horse-power 
locomotive, and that the former can 
run safely two miles a minute there is 
mo manner of doubt. 

It is altogether probable that within 
a year from this time electric trains 
will be run at this speed between Chi- 
cago and St. Louis, and with. as great 
safety as with present express trains.
